REMARKS 

Applicants timely filed a Response to Office Action mailed June 13, 2005 (the 
"Response"), via facsimile with the U.S. Patent Office on September 12, 2005. Attached for the 
Office's convenience are copies of the originally filed Response and the Auto-Reply Facsimile 
Transmission Confirmation from the USPTO. Upon inquiring on the status of the application in 
a telephone conversation with Examiner Tuan A. Pham, the undersigned's assistant was 
informed that the Response had not been received and was not on the Examiner's docket, nor had 
it been scanned into PAIR. Mr. Pham suggested that we contact Mr. Curtis Kuntz, his 
supervisor.
